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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-16 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 is not 
in proper format. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

2. Claim 1 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: missing a period at 
the end of the claim. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

. Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "in particular" in claim 1 , line 3, renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention. See MPEP § 21 73.05(d). 

. Claim 16 recites the limitation "the DSP1 and DSP2" in claim 16, line 2. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Conclusion 

5. It is noted that examiner has tried to contact the Applicant to amend the claims to 
overcome the claims objection and rejections above in order to put the case in condition 
for allowance. However, the examiner could not get in touch with the Applicant, because 
the Applicant was oversea.

Wessel et al. (US 6,275,685) disclose linear amplifier arrangement.
